Richard Gilbert and a debate upon 
resolutions for amalgamation of Dis- 
trict 2 and District 5 of thc United 
Mine Workers of America were the 
outstanding features of yesterday 
morning's session of the 25th conven- 
tion. A synopsis of thc report of the 
secretary will be found appended to 
this report. 


The report of thc Auditing com-

The matter of amalgamating the 


two districts had cropped out before 
but this year found ite way to the In- 
ternational convention at Indianapo- 
' Ks, where the resolution that origin- 
ated in District, ;N«K B received thc 
endorsement of, International Presi- 
dent John White and thc Interna- 
tional convention in general. 


It was brought before thc district 


convention when the resolutions com- 
mittee opened its report with resolu- 
tions from three different licals urg- 
ing thc amalgamation. 
Each of the 


resolutions were based upon thc fact 
that there arc in the neighborhood of 
80,000 non-union miners employed in 
thc camps between District 2 and Dis- 
trict 5 and that repeated efforts to 
organize them in the divided methods 
possible under th^ present organiza- 
tion* have so far tailed to make any 
serious impression upon thoac non- 
union f i e l d . . . . 


President Purcell in a half hour's 


address just before adjournment this 
morning covered the "entire proposi- 
tion and told thc. convention of thc 
history of the efforts to organize the 
non-union field.. He laid the failure 
squarely up to the international or- 
ganization which was collecting an 
extra live cents per capita tax each 
month for thc purpose of organizing 
non-union fields and had never sent 
• man into the non-union camps be- 
tween thc two districts. 
He stated 


that the international organization 
was the proper authority to handle 
thc situation. He also stated that 
combining the districts would make 
one district too large for one set of 
officials to properly handle, 


Gilbert's Report 


Tho report 
Secretary-Treasurer 


Richard Gilbert read to thc conven- 
tion today was one of thc most 
lengthy documents 
thc convention 


will receive. 
It covered 125 printed 


pages and went into details in pre- 
senting evidence in regard to thc fi- 
nancial and numerical history of thc 
i>rjjaniz»tion during the past year. 


Ho said, "retrospectively viewing 


the history of the organization for 
tho past y«ar, I find no parallel in 
any one year with the year we arc 
now reporting. 
We have experienc- 


ed 
working 
conditions that repre- 


sented 
two 
widely and separated 


poles, one at the beginning of the 
year, representing the slackness of 
work and demoralized trade condi- 
tions; the other a complete rejuve- 
nation in trade conditions and in- 
crease in number of days worked." 


His figures in regard to the mem- 


bership showed a total of 37.614 en- 
rolled on December 31st, 1915, 
as 


against 38,066 the year previous, or 
a falling off of 452 members. 
The 


decrease was felt in all territories 
except in Nos. 2, 3, and 4 where 624 


j increased membership was exper- 
i icnccd. 
The membership is idcnti- 


| cal with what it was in 1909 and last 


I year was the only year in history 
jthat surpassed this one as far as 
i membership 
is concerned. 
There 


arc now 155 local unions in the dis- 
trict, six having been abandoned and 
.fifteen new ones organized since last 
year. 
Regarding the checkweighman the 


report concludes that there were 307 
checkweighmen in the district and 
their total wages for the past fiscal 
; yaer was $204,810.93. 


In dealing with the death claims, 


which is one of the features of the 
organization in this 
district, 
Mr. 


Gilbert stated that 209 members and 
111 wives claims have 
been paid, 


making a total of $26,450. 


In summing up the financial con- 


ditions of the district he stated that 
the total receipts for the year were 
$399,680.61 while 
the expenditures 


were $297,768. 
There was a bal- 


ance on hand at the beginning of the 
year amounting to $56,710.53, mak- 
ing a total balance on hand at the 
close of business for 1915 of $200,- 
454.45, a grain of $101,161.08 in re- 
sources during the year. 


The report included 
an itemized 


account of every expenditure during 
the year and in conclusion 
the 


speaker said: 


"In conclusion, I desire to thank 


the membership of our organization 
for their continued expression of 
confidence and the many courtesies 
extended to me during the many 
years I have had the honor to repre- 
sent them in the capacity of Secre- 
tary-treasurer of their district organ- 
ization. 
Year after year I watched 


its growth, assisting its evolutionary 
development from a seemingly insig- 
nificant organization of 
666 mem- 


bers to its present numerical stand- 
ing of 37,614. 
I have handled its 


finances when its total yearly receipts 
amounted to only $2,937.71 and the 
expenditurecs during the same period 
were $3,174.55, until its resources 
have developed and its responsibili- 
ties increased bringing your receipts 
up to $3»9^80.71 and your expend! 
turcs $297,768.28. 
I have seen your 


treasury and the assets of your dis- 
trict organization grow from a deficit 
of $289.15 in 1899 to the 
splendid 


surplus of $200,454.45 in 1915. Dur- 
ing this period there hase been paid 
into the district organization $3,910,- 
402.26 and paid out in expenditures 
$3,750,961.72, 
showing that 
from 


1899- to 1915 your district secretary 
has handled both in expenditures and 
receipts $7,661,364.05. 
These figures 


represent 
something of the price it 


costs to establish and preserve our 
liberties."

vention to adopt a resolution against 
preparedness was. offered, the com- 
mittee concurring". 
During the de- 


bate on this resolution a delegate 
brought in an old army musket from 
the wings and placed it at the dispo- 
sal of Vice President O'Neill. 
The 


incident created much laughter. The 
resolution was adopted as read. 


A resolution dealing with the situa- 


tion in Indiana county and demanding 
that the charters of some of the lo- 
cals in that section be cancelled be- 
cause of alleged irregularities and re- 
quiring that a committee of three be 
appointed to investigate conditions, 
provoked considerable discussion. The 
committee non-concurred and a sub- 
stitute was offered that the matter be 
rcfercd to 
the 
district 
executive 


board. This was debated at length 
and it was the opinion of most of 
those who spoke that the convention 
should handle the matter. 
Just be- 


fore adjourning the question of re- 
ferring that matter to the executive 
board came up and was voted down 
by a large majority.

AT PINE GROVE 


Many Important Questions Dis- 


cussed by Speakers and 
Clearfieid Fair Discussed 


"Poultry FcedinK For 
KEK I'roduc- 


tion" Subject of Interesting Paper 
by J. T. Campbell, flf Crawford 
County—Other Instructive Papers 
Read. 


The first Farmer's Institute held in 


this county this year took place at 
the Pine Grove church in Lawrence 
township, 
Tuesday, February 29. 


There were three sessions held during 
the day, morning afternoon and even- 
ing. 


The morning session was called to 


order by 
Amos 
Read, temporary 


chairman at ten thirty o'clock. Fol- 
lowing singing by the institute and 
devotional exercises conducted 
by 


Rev. Milliard, words of greeting were 
delivered by Kev. T. C. Henderson in 
his usual delightful style, he believ- 
ing that the farmer is in the front 
rank and-is deserving of recognition. 
W. E. Davis made the response for 
the farmers to the address of wel- 
come. 


Will a "Farm Bureau be a Benefit 


to the Clearfieid County Fanner" was 
the topic of paper given by T. L. 
Wall, he saying that the success of 
the bureau depended on the man who 
has charge of it. 
During the dis- 


cussion of this topic W. E. Davis said 
"By observation you can tell who the 
farmers are that are benefited by at- 
tending these institutes; any farmer 
can learn something by listening to 
the discussions.'.' 
. J. T. Campbell of Crawford county 
was introduced and discussed the to- 
pic "Poultry, feeding of Egg Produc- 
tion." Mr. Campbell is an authority 
on the subject and his address con- 
tained many valuable pointers about 
raising poultry. Among other things 
he recommended the keeping of thor- 
oughbred fowls. Laying hens should 
have a ration that contains plenty of ' 
protein and phosphorous feed, plenty 
of beef scrap to supply this need, al- 
so feed wheat bran, wheat, corn, oats 
and buckwheat, not to mix the grain 
but feed separately, so they can eat 
which ever kind they desire. 
Give 


them plenty of drinking water. 


"Mrs. Firkins' Call," was recited by

"Truck Farming and Irrigation." For 
irrigation he recommends the over- 
head or Skinner system. The system 
can be arranged to spray a space or 
surface 50 feet wide ami from 400 to 
600 feet in length. At time of setting 
out cabbage plants, especially in a 
dry season we find spraying a very 
good plan. It has a tendency to start 
your plants sooner and they will grow 
much faster and your produce is mure 
tender as weli as palatable.

A synopsis of thc report of the 
secretary will be found appended to 
this report. 


The report of thc Auditing com-

The matter of amalgamating the 


two districts had cropped out before 
but this year found ite way to the In- 
ternational convention at Indianapo- 
' Ks, where the resolution that origin- 
ated in District, ;No< B received thc 
endorsement of, International Presi- 
dent John White and thc Interna- 
tional convention in general. 


It was brought before thc district 


convention when the resolutions com- 
mittee opened its report with resolu- 
tions from three different licals urg- 
ing thc amalgamation. 
Each of the 


resolutions were based upon thc fact 
that there arc in the neighborhood of 
80,000 non-union miners employed in 
thc camps between District 2 and Dis- 
trict 5 and that repeated efforts to 
organize them in the divided methods 
possible under th^ present organiza- 
tion* have so far tailed to make any 
serious impression upon thoac non- 
union f i e l d . . . . 


President Purcell in a half hour's 


address just before adjournment this 
morning covered, the "entire proposi- 
tion and told thc. convention of the 
history of the efforts to organize the 
non-union field.. He laid the failure 
squarely up to the international or- 
ganization which was collecting an 
extra live cents per capita tax each 
month for thc purpose of organizing 
non-union fields and had never sent 
• man into the non-union camps be- 
tween thc two districts. 
He stated 


that the international organization 
was the proper authority to handle 
thc situation. He also stated that 
combining the districts would make 
one district too large for one set of 
officials to properly handle, 


Gilbert's Report 


Tho report 
Secretary-Treasurer 


Richard Gilbert read to thc conven- 
tion today was one of thc most 
lengthy documents 
thc convention 


will receive. 
It covered 125 printed 


pages and went into details in pre- 
senting evidence in regard to thc fi- 
nancial and numerical history of thc 
i>rjjaniz»tion during the past year. 


Ho »«id. "retrospectively viewing 


the history of the organization for 
tho past y«ar, I find no parallel in 
any one year with the year we arc 
now reporting. 
We have experienc- 


ed 
working 
conditions that repre- 


sented 
two 
widely and separated 


poles, one at the beginning of the 
year, representing the slackness of 
work and demoralized trade condi- 
tions; the other a complete rejuve- 
nation in trade conditions and in- 
crease in number of days worked." 


His figures in regard to the mem- 


bership showed a total of 37.614 en- 
rolled on December 31st, 1915, 
as 


against 38,066 the year previous, or 
a falling off of 452 members. 
The 


decrease was felt in all territories 
except in Nos. 2, 3, and 4 where 624 


j increased membership was exper- 
i icnccd. 
The membership is idcnti- 


| cal with what it was in 1909 and last 


I year was the only year in history 
jthat surpassed this one as far as 
i membership 
is concerned. 
There 


arc now 155 local unions in the dis- 
trict, six having been abandoned and 
.fifteen new ones organized since last 
year. 
Regarding the checkweighman the 


report concludes that there were 307 
checkweighmen in the district and 
their total wages for the past fiscal 
; yaer was $204,810.93. 


In dealing with the death claims, 


which is one of the features of the 
organization in this 
district, 
Mr. 


Gilbert stated that 209 members and 
111 wives claims have 
been paid, 


making a total of $26,450. 


In summing up the financial con- 


ditions of the district he stated that 
the total receipts for the year were 
$399,680.61 while 
the expenditures 


were $297,768. 
There was a 
bal- 


ance on hand at the beginning of the 
year amounting to $56,710.53, mak- 
ing a total balance on hand at the 
close of business for 1915 of $200,- 
454.45, a grain of $101,161.08 in re- 
sources during the year. 


The report included 
an itemized 


account of every expenditure during 
the year and in conclusion 
the 


speaker said: 


"In conclusion, I desire to thank 


the membership of our organization 
for their continued expression of 
confidence and the many courtesies 
extended to me during the many 
years I have had the honor to repre- 
sent them in the capacity of Secre- 
tary-treasurer of their district organ- 
ization. 
Year after year I watched 


its growth, assisting its evolutionary 
development from a seemingly insig- 
nificant organization of

bers to its present numerical stand- 
ing of 37,614. 
I have handled its 


finances when its total yearly receipts 
amounted to only $2,937.71 and the 
expenditurecs during the same period 
were $3,174.55, until its resources 
have developed and its responsibili- 
ties increased bringing your receipts 
up to $3»9^80.71 and your expend!

"Poultry FcedinK For

this county this year took place at

Rev. Milliard, words of greeting were 
delivered by Kev. T. C. Henderson in 
his usual delightful style, he believ- 
ing that the farmer is in the front 
rank and-is deserving of recognition. 
W. E. Davis made the response for 
the farmers to the address of wel- 
come. 


Will a "Farm Bureau be a Benefit 


to the Clearfieid County Fanner" was 
the topic of paper given by T. L. 
Wall, he saying that the success of 
the bureau depended on the man who 
has charge of it. 
During the dis- 


cussion of this topic W. E. Davis said 
"By observation you can tell who the 
farmers are that are benefited by at- 
tending these institutes; any farmer 
can learn something by listening to 
the discussions.'.' 
. J. T. Campbell of Crawford county 
was introduced and discussed the to- 
pic "Poultry, feeding of Egg Produc- 
tion." Mr. Campbell is an authority 
on the subject and his address con- 
tained many valuable pointers about 
raising poultry. Among other things 
he recommended the keeping of thor- 
oughbred fowls. Laying hens should 
have a ration that contains plenty of ' 
protein and phosphorous feed, plenty 
of beef scrap to supply this need, al- 
so feed wheat bran, wheat, corn, oats 
and buckwheat, not to mix the grain 
but feed separately, so they can eat 
which ever kind they desire. 
Give 


them plenty of drinking water.
